Seasonal Cut In 
Motor Car Licenses 


First reduction in motor licenses in 
Alberta this year will take effect Oct. 
1, when there will be the usual 40 per 
cent cut in the anriual license fee, ac- 
cording to information received by 
the Alberta Motor Association, 

In the case of cars which were man- 
ufactured in 1985 or in earlier years, 
the reduction will be 50 percent of 
the annual fee, 

Through the lifting of wartime re- 
strictions on gasoline, it is expected 
that there will be a spurt in applica- 
tions for new licenses this fall, Many. 
owners who have had their cars out 
of. operation for the duration intend 
to have them in service from now on, 
providing weather conditions are 
satisfactory, 

On Jan, 1, the reduction in the-an- 
nual license fee will be 75 percent, 
which is the usual decrease at that 
time for those who wish to operate 
their carg for the last three months 
of the license period, from Jan. 1 to 
March 31. 


Women Unite To 
Spurn Inflation 


Canadian women are reported , to 
take stiff attitude toward black mar- 
kets and actions encouraging infla- 
tion—even to boycotting all stores 
persisting in illegal practices. 

Thus agree 16,000 key members of 
Prices Board Consumer Branch com- 
mittees across Canada who represent 
nearly 2,000,000 women shoppers, 

Women who remember the runaway 
inflation which followed the last 
Armistice realize the present transi- 
tion period is a difficult one, requir- 
ing strong backing if Canada is to 
avoid economic disaster, said: Miss 
Byrne Sanders, Consumer Branch 
director, in initiating a five-point an- 
ti-flation program. . 

Over one thousand Alberta women, 
represented directly through Con- 
sumer committees in Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Red 
Deer, Grande Prairie and rural or- 
ganizations have agreed to support 
the following five-point program: (1) 
to make known throughout commun- 
ities the great danger of a post-war 
inflation and practical methods. of. 
combatting it; (2) to watch -prices 
and quality; (3) to conserve every- 
thing in the home until the period of 
shortages is past; (4) to intensify the 
educational program in women’s or- 
ganizations, “Miss Consumer’ com- 
mittees, and among demobilized ser- 
vicewomen; and (5) to maintain close 
contact with the Prices Board in 
speaking for consumers. 

In, supporting the Board’s anti-in- 
flation policy; women realize that 
Canada’s enviable record among the 
allied nations in the matter of price 
controls could be lost in the months 
ahead unless we complete our task by 
effecting normal! transition from war 
to peace, Miss Sanders said,

Any blind person. that receives a 
pension and did a iittle work fhat 
enabled him to earn over $200.00 a 
year, his pension would be cut down 
all earnings above that sum. 

The §30,00 pension will buy; if one 
pays $12.00 a month for a room, just 
two thirty cent meals a day. Not one 
cent left to buy soap, tooth powder, 
razor blades, shirts shoes or clothes, 
A blind person may get help if they 
apply to the Lions Club, the 1.0.D.E. 
or some charitable institution of 
course. 

May we ask how many of our read- 
ers would care to give all their money 
to some needy person, tape up their 
eyes so they cannot see daylight, go 
out into the world and try to make 
a living, carrying a white cane to 
feel your way along the curb? 

Many people think the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind is a 
homé.
